clear at least some of an output memory, jump to a predetermined instruction, and 
commence or recommence generating video image information based on said 
predetermined instruction. 

7. A method of generating a television display at at least one of a plurality of 
receiver stations, each of said plurality of receiver stations having a television monitor 
for displaying television programming and a processor for generating and 
communicating at least some of a video image of said television programming to said 
television monitor, comprising the steps of: 

(1) receiving and storing a clear-and-continue signal; and 

(2) causing said clear-and-continue signal to be communicated to a 
transmitter at a specific time, thereby to transmit said clear-and-continue signal, said 
clear-and-continue signal effective at said at least one of a plurality of receiver stations 
to control said processor to clear at least some of an output memory, jump to a 
predetermined instruction, and commence generating video image information based 
on said predetermined i nstruction. ^ ^
